Cabinet Crisis a Shock. 

The ministerial crisis in Paris caused pro- 
found astonishment among the delegates of 
the powers attending the Moroccan confer- 
ence, but the details have not yet reached 
Algeciras. The impression prevails that the 
event is deplorable and may possibly prove 
disastrous to French diplomacy. The dele- 
gates, however, refuse to commit themselves 
on the effect which the downfall of the Rou- 
vier cabinet may have on the conference, 


tone of discouragement had completely dis- 
appeared and the work of rapprochement 
was proceeding with feverish activity. 


No Cabinet in Sight. 

President Fallieres’ efforts to induce one or 
other of the several statesmen with whom 
he conferred today to undertake the task of 
forming a cabinet have not yet borne result. 
M. Sarrien, whe declined either the premier- 
ship or a portfolio, suggested M. Bourgeois, 
whom M. Dubost, president of the senate, 
and M. Doumer, president of the chamber of 
deputies, also put forward. 

M. Bourgeois, however, declared that he 
did not feel physically strong enough to un- 
dertake the premiership, but would consent 
to accept the foreign portfolio under M. Sar- 
rien, whom he thought the best fitted to take 
the reins of power. 

President Fallieres refused to accept the 
decisfon of either M. Bourgeois or M. Sarrien 
as final, but both persist in declaring that 
they will not undertake the task of the for- 
mation of a ministry. 

It is understood that M. Poincarre will be 
called to the Elysée tomorrow. The indica- 
tions are that a cabinet under his leadership 
would be acceptable to the advanced repub- 
lican groups M. Ribout's name also is men- 
tioned, which is due to his moderation regard- 
ing the application of the church and state 
separation law. M. Doumer also suggested 
M. Millerand. 

It is believed a decision concerning the 
premier will be reached tomorrow. Members 
of the chamber of deputies, however, foresee 
a possibility of the crisis lasting six or eight 
days, owing to the difficulty of finding a man 
gufficiently strong to cope with the pending 
serious internal and external problems. 


Reaction Favors Rouvier. 
A strong reaction has set in in favor of M.

FIFTH OF GLOBE 1S BRITISH. 


Census of Empire Gives Area as 11,- 
908,378 and Population as 400,- 
000, 0084, 000, 000 Whites. 


LONDON, March 8.—The result of the first 
organized census of the British empire has 
been issued in a Blue book. It shows that 
the empire consists of an approximate area 
of 11,908,378 square miles, or more than one- 
fifth the entire land area of the world. The 
population is about 400,000,000, of whom 54,- 
000,000 are whites. 

The population roughly is distributed as 
follows: Asia, 800,000,000; Africa, 48,000,000; 
Hurope, 42,000,000; America, 7,500,000; Au- 
stralasia, 5,000,000. The most populous city 
after London igs Calcutta. The highest pro- 
portion of married persons is in India, Natal, 
Cyprus, and Canada, the lowest in the West 
Indies. 

Depression in the birth rate is general al- 
most everywhere, but-most remarkable in 
Australasia. The proportion of insane per- 
eons in the colonies is much below that of the 
united kingdom. Insanity markedly is de- 
creasing in Indta despite consanguineous 
marriages. Indeed, the theory that such 
marriages produce mental unsoundness is 
little supported by these statistics.

„There is no crisis in the financial affairs of 
Zion City,“ said General Overseer Voliva 
yesterday, coming out for a few minutes’ 
talk from a long conference with his finan- 
clal cabinet. Its industries are on a more 
substantial basis now than they ever were 
before. Our people are employed and con- 
tented. We are working on a cash basis 
Our present system or conducting each in- 
dustry independent of the others is drawing 
us out of the financial tangle that was the 
inevitable result of paying all expenses out 
general fund. Our total outside indebt- 
% will not exceed $500,000. 
Vollva was willing enough to 
make a public statement concerning Zion 
City’s financial affairs, because he thought 


would not discuss the policy in detail and he 
said he didn't care to divulge plans for the 
future. 

“I beHeve in doing things before I talk 
‘about them,” was the way he put it. 


Investors Informed of Facts. 


He denied with considerable force that Zion 
City had sold ineumbered real estate to in- 
vestors without apprising them of the situa- 
tion. The lace works, the bank, the printing 
establishment, the general stores, and other 
industries, he affirmed, are on a paying basis, 
and every week showed a strong improvement 
in all departments. 

More money is needed for working capi- 

tal, he said, but even without it the indus- 
tries will be on a sound business footing in 
another year, from present indica tions.“ 

The general overseer, upon whose shoulders 
résts the main burden of rehabilitating Zion 
City in the eyes of the financial world, did 
his talking in the presence of V. V. Barnes, 
chief counsel, and Deacon Alexander A. 
Granger, manager of the financial depart- 
ment. He was seated tn his richly furnished 
office in the administration building. It is ap 
office with massive mahogany furniture and 
heavy silver desk fittings. 


Overseer in Prime of Life. 


Overseer Voliva gives one an impression of 
a man possessing extraordinary strength of 
character, determination, and capacity for 
carrying out vast projects. He is in the 
prime of life and evidently has disregarded 
the first tle’s Injunction to grow a beard. 
His sm shaven face reveals a firm mouth 
and jaw and the nose and forehead of a 
leader. He is austere in manner and lacks 
the personal magnetism of John Alexander 
Dowie, but he is keen and full of business. 

The conference that Overseer Voliva in- 
terrupted long enough to make a brief state- 
ment concerning Zion City’s affairs lasted 
until late at night. None of the twelve mem- 
bers of the cabinet would discuss the nature 
of the deliberations except in a general way. 
It was a conference on ways and means, they 
said vaguely. They expected it would be 
resumed at intervals for several ays until 
all is clear sailing again at Zion City. 


Money Must Come Voluntarily. 


Dr. Voliva made it clear that no effort 
would be made to wring any further money 
from the people of Zion City. 

Money is desired to put the several in- 
dustries on a good paying basis, but if our 
people do not see fit to invest, it is optional 
with them,“ he said. 

He and Deacon’ Barnes denied with em- 

phasis that there was any possibility that 
the people of the village would be assessed or 
taxed any further. 
“When I appealed last night for $251,000 
to place Zion’s industries on a substantial, 
self supporting basis,“ continued the general 
overseer, it did not indicate any financial 
crisis. Without another dollar the institu- 
tions at their present rate of progress will 
be all right in another year. With a sufficient 
working capital, however, their equilibrium 
would be established that much sooner. The 
entire outside indebtedness of Zion City will 
not exceed $500,000. This does not include 
our stocks, bonds, and other obligations to 
our Own people. 

“I already have been assured of enough 
funds to put one of the industries on a full 
working basis, and have made partial ar- 
rangements for doing the same with several 
others. Each industry must show a profit 
from now on or it will be abandoned. I shall 
have an importanut announcement to make 
in a day or two. 


Explains Sales of Lots. 

“.I want to correct one impression that may 
have gone abroad. No lots were sold in this 
city to any investors underjany misconcep- 
tion. If any were incumbered at the time 
of the purchase the investors knew it, and it 
was at their own request that the fact was 
not set forth in their deeds. The incum- 
brance altogether would not amount to $25 
on a lot. 

“This land was bought subject to mort- 
gage, and it was settled 4 year before Dr. 
Dowie was ready for the people to come, but 
thousands of them wanted to move here im- 
media tely, so they took the land and received 
deeds to it, subject to the general incum- 
brance on various quarter sections. Most of 
the land is clear by this time, and in cases 
where it is not there is ample security afford- 
ed by vacant property and lots held by Dr. 
Dowie.“ 

Deacon Barnes amplified this by stating 
that out of the 1,700 acres in the subdivision 
700 are free from incumbrance. The recent 
mortgage of $20,000. on Dr. Dowile's house, 
the deacon said, was given. merely to in- 
demnify certain bondsmen, and not for the 
purpose of a loan. 


Employes Laid Off Recently. 

There are at present employed 754 persons 
in the various institutions, as compared with 
959 last October, when the monthly pay roll 
was $47,000. Men have been laid off in nearly 
all the departments. Twefity-four were laid 
off in the financial department and many 
were laid off in the ¢andy factory and the 
lace works. The candy factory is the one 
that will be restored shortly to its former 
activity. Deacon Granger said most of those 
who were unable to find employment at their 
usual work have taken up other lines and 
are not idle. Those formerly in the financial 
department now are traveling in the interest 
of the publishing house.

Representatives of Five Organizations 
Hold Meeting in Edgewater Hall 
and Declare in Favor of Road’s 
Project to Trolleyize Its Tracks on 
the Evanston Spur—wW.

Representatives of five north shore im- 
provement associations last evening indarsed 
the ordinance now before the city council 
to permit the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railroad to trolleyize its tracks on the 
Evanston spur from Wilson avenue to the 
city limits. 

A meeting of a committee of eighteen ap- 
pointed about a year ago at a massmeé¢ting 
of the Argyle Park, Edgewater, Central 
Edgewater, North Edgewater, and Rogers 
Park Improvement associations was held 
in the Edgewater Casino and both aldermen 
of the Twenty-fifth ward, A. D. wee 
and W. P. Dunn, were present. 

Arrangements for a massmeeting te 
held Saturday evening at the Guild hall, 
Bryn Mawr and Winthrop avenues, were 
made, and the’ ordinance with ite se beral 
amendments was discussed. 


Report in Favor of Project. 


“The general tenor of: the committee's 
report to the meeting.“ said Chairman 
George E. Watson, will. be in favor of the 
ordinance as it now stands, that the St. 
Paul be permitted to operate three tracks 
at present by trolley, and that after the 
elevation, which must be begun in seven 
years and completed in ten, it be permitted 
to operate as high as six, two of them bung 
for freight business. 

“Tt is not true that any great opposition 
to the plan is“ expressed by the reside 
of the neighborhood through which the 
Paul tracks pass. What opposition ther 
comes from real estate men and others o. 
ing property near the present termina! 
the Northwestern elevated or south of: it. 
This committee has been with the ordi- 
nance since it was first framed and many 
of the amendments were results of the ef- 
forts of tae committee to secure harmony 
between all interested parties, ee oa 
railroad.’’ 

The committee is taking its stand ur n 
the evidence of the will of the residents of 
the suburbs affected as it was shown. several 
months ago by a postal card vote, thpee 
favoring the measure outnumbering thee 
opposed by 8 to 1. 


New Objection to Ordinance. | 


Another objection to the pending St. Paul 
ordinance was made in the afternoon before 
the local transportation committee, and it 
may further delay action upon the grant. W. 
J. Parsons, representing the Chicago, Mu- 
waukee and St. Paul railroad company, de- 
clared that the section giving the city the 
right to bar the company’s cars from the 
union elevated loop is unjust, and he pro- 
tested vigorously against the provision of the 
ordinance. 

He asserted that it is not a business propo- 
sition for the city to be in a position to prac- 
tically annul all of the rights of the compasy, 
when the improvement will*cost $3,500,600 
and that the company does not want to invest 
such an amount on such an uncertain 
chance.“ 

The part of the ordinance to which the coin- 
pany now objects gives. the city the right to 
limit the Northwestern elevated trains on the 
loop and compel the company to establish 
terminals north of the Chicago river for ne 
accommodation of the passengers which 
come over the new road from the dane 
towns. This was designed to ent the lobp 
from being overcrowded. 

May Require Elevated Tracks. 

The West Side Metropolitan Hlevated: ¢om- 
pany may be compelled to elevate the pro- 
posed Humboldt park and ‘Douglas park ex- 
tensions after five years. Ald. Young afivo-

Company’s Assurances That It Intends 
to Pay the City the. Rest of the 
Back Compensation Leads Assist- 
ant Corporation Counsel Horne to

In consequence of tangible assurances given 
yesterday that the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany intends to pay its debt to the city with- 
out delay, the council committee now is frea 
to resume negotiations with the concern for 
a lowering of rates. in a letter issued in the 
evening, Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Hoyne so advised the subcommittee delegated 
to investigate the subject of telephone 
charges. 

In the morning the company sent to Con« 
troller McGann a statement of its earnings 
in the territory annexed to the city in 1889, 
on which it since has withheld compensation, 
Under the recent Supreme court decision the 
city has a clear right to 8 per cent of the gros¢ 
receipts from this business and the company 
has paid $200,000 on account. In a letter to 
Mr. MeGann, Attorney John Barton Payne, 
representing the company, said the rest of the 
money will be paid as scon as the amount due 
can be verified by the city. He asked that the 
Statement of earnings be withheld from the 
public until a settlement should be reached. 


Terms All Are Accepted. 


Mr. McGann immediately sent James Har- 
vey, an auditor in the controller’s office, to 
examine the books of the company and verify 
the statement. The auditor expects to finish | 
the task tomorrow. Attorney Hoyne had a 
conference with Mayor Dunne, Controller 


MeGann, and Attorney Payne; after which he 
wrote his letter to Aldi Harkin, chairman of 


the telephone subcommittee. 
“I am satisfled, said Mr. Hoyne,

A decision of the election commissioners 
turned aldermanic politics in the Thirty-seo- 
ond ward topsy~turvy. The net result is that 
there ig no candidate, republican or demo- 
cratic, for the unexpired term of Ald. Henry 
F. Eidmann, who resigned from the city coun- 
ell to serve on the sanitary district board. 
Candidates will be namedby the central com- 
mittees of the two parties. The decision has 
upset democratic calculations and thrown the 
municipal ownership advocates of the ward 
into a state of mind 

The republican committee is expected to 
nominate A. J. Fisher, the candidate in the 
primaries who was nominated by the ward 
convention. It is possible that the demo- 
cratic. committee will nominate Dr. T. E. 
Powell, the I. M. O, candidate in the demo- 
cratic primaries, but his friends are not risk- 
ing much on their confidence that such action 
will be taken. Philip Hesse and Dr. Powell 
were the two democratic candidates in the 
primaries. Powell's friends supposed that 
Mr. Hesse was running for the short term 
and that Dr. Powell would be nominated for 
the full two years, but when the primary vote 
was counted up it-was discovered Mr. Hesse 
had the majority of delegates for the full 
term. The municipal ownership organization 
of the ward took the matter to the election 
commissioners to determine where the candi- 
dates stood. 

The commission announced that Mr. Hesse, 
having received the largest number of votes, 
was the nominee for the two year term and 
that no nomination had beén made for the 
one year term. This decision was based on 
the provision of the new primary law to the 
effect that nominations for vacancies shall 
be made by the county central committee. 
The I. M. O. men talk of a mandamus to 
compel the commissioners to put Powell's 
name on the ticket for the long term. 


Republicans to Take Action. 

The republican case did not come before the 
board, but the republican committee was no- 
tified through Chairman James Reddick that 
it would be an excellent idea to make a nomi- 
nation in the proper form.

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WOMEN PLEAD PHBIR CASE 


APPEAR BEFORE THE COUNCIL 
FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


Demand That Female Sanitary In- 
spectors Be Retained Made by Dele- 
gation of Settlement House Work- 
ers— Ala. Sullivan Questions Wis- 
dom of Request and Becomes In- 
volved in Controversy, Colleagues 
Refraining from Going to His Aid. 


The demand that women sanitary inspect- 
crs be retained by the city came to the coun- 
cll finance committee at its meeting yester- 
day. A delegation of women from the social 
settlements presented their case to the alder- 
men. 

With one exception, the councit members 
shied at the questions and requests. Ald. 
Sullivan of the Twenty-second ward was 
the exception. Hhe ventured into the con- 
troversy timidly, feeling his way with a 
query. 

Do you believe a woman can do the prac- 
tical work done by the men inspectors?’’‘ he 
inquired, in a doubting way. 


Quotes Hedrick’s Agreement. 

Mrs. Falkenstein read the agreement 
which Mr. Hedrick was willing to make that 
he would employ women inspectors for a 
certain class of inspection, But as she failed 
2 the latter portion, that this is only 

f sufficient. money is appropriated for 
enough male inspectors first, Mr. Hedrick 
demanded that this should be read also. 

„ We want to know if a woman can be 
removed in this way without any charges 
against her,“ Mrs. Falkenstein demanded. 
“Tf one is guilty of some offense we don’t 
object, but we do object that they should 
be removed just because one man says so.” 

The women declared that there are twenty 
feminine inspectors im New York, quoting 
T. P. Quinn as an authority, and they asked 
for five more inspectors In Chicago. Mrs. 
A.. Johnson, who recently came from New 
York, said women are especially good in de- 
partment store and factory inspections. 

“T think a woman can discover a leak 
in a water pipe or the escape of gas as well 
as a man, was the reply of Mrs. Charles 
May. We can do it just as good as Any 
man. We have learned how to do our house- 
work and we can learn to do other things.“ 


gullivan Stands His Ground. 

But Ald. Sullivan disagreed with this ver- 
sion of the matter and started to argue with 
Mrs. May. This aroused the other women 
and there was soon an avalanche of ques- 
tions and answers about the alderman, who 
endeavored to sustain the ground he had 
taken. ; 

“Ts he really an alderman? Isn't it awful 
that he should act that way?“ one of the 
women declared as the delegation left the 
room. f 

If the other aldermen escaped verbal con- 
flict with the women Chief Sanitary Inspector 
Perry L. Hedrick did not. 

“Why were women given these positions 
in the health department in the first place 
if they are not competent? Mrs. Herman 
Falkenstein, who represented the Armitage 
avenue settlement, asked Mr. Hedrick. 

„I am sure I don't know. I wasn’t in the 
department then, so I cannot be held respon- 
sible,”’ Mr. Hedrick replied. 


Suggestion by Ald. Bennett. 

AN. Bennett sought to assuage the women 
by telling them that it is clearly a “ business 
proposition and the question is only which 
class of inspectors can do the most work. 

The women then went to the civil service 
commission to find out ff the feminine in- 
spectors can be removed from their positions 
without regular charges against them and 
declared that they will fight to the end 
to have the women remain. In addition to 
Mrs. Falkenstein, Mrs. Johnson, and Mrs. 
May, the delegation consisted of Mrs. J. F. 
Forrest of the Northwestern University set- 
tlement, Mrs. Mary A. Shute of the Social 
Economics, Mrs. Emma Fischel of the Henry 
Booth house, and Mrs. Frank Webb of the 
Armitage avenue settlement.

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WANTS 60 WARDS IN CITY. 


ALD. RAYMER EXPLAINS PLAN TO 
CHARTER COMMITTEE. 


Declares Council Could Be Made Over 
Into a More Effective Body if Bach 
District Hed One Alderman at a 
Salary Which Would Allow Him to 
Devote Whole Time to Municipal 
Afflaire—Question of Double Chan- 
ber” Plan Also Discussed, ‘ 


Ald. Walter J. Raymer explained to the 
municipal legislature committee of the char- 
ter convention last night just how the Chi- 
cago city council could be made over into 
an effective working body. 

This could be done, he said, by redistrict- 
ung the city into fifty or sixty wards and 
giving each ward one alderman at a salary 
which would enable him to devote all his 
time to municipal affairs. 

The committee finally decided to refer 
various phases of the subject to three sub- 
committees to be appointed by John P. Mc- 
Goorty, chairman of the committee. One 
will investigate the working of the double 
chamber system, which. hae been tried in 
four of the large cities, the second will re- 
port as to qualifications of aldermen, and 
the third as to elections. 


Lauds Harrison, Not Dunne. 


Ald. Raymer, in describing the ideal coun- 
eil,“ found occasion to praise ex-Mayor Har- 
rison, to the detriment of Mayor Dunne. 

„No man should be elected mayor,” hesaid, 
„unless he has some working idea of city 
council methods. He certainly should en- 
deavor to get such an idea early. When Mr. 
Harrison was mayor he attended every meet- 
ing of the finance committee when ft was con- 
sidering the annual budget. As a result he 
knew exactly what each department could 
expect to get and was in touch with the finan- 
cial condition of the city all the time In 
doing this he set an example which could be 
followed profitably by his succesgors in 
office.”’ 

Inasmuch as Mayor Dunne has not attended 
any meetings of the finance committee, Ald. 
Raymer’s remarks might be construed as a 
hint. 

With regard to the redistricting of the city, 
he eald that fifty or sixty aldermen elected 
from smaller districts would be able to serve 
the city more efficiently than seventy elected 
two from a ward as at present. 

„% With fewer aldermen,” hesaid, “ tt would 
be possible for the city to pay salaries, which 
would warrant the men in giving al? their 
time to city affairs, as le necessary for 
efficiency.” 

Discuss “Double Chamber’’ Plan. 

Charlés Vopicka brought up the subject 
of providing for an upper and lower house 
in the council by saying that German cities 
had found such a form of local government 
advantageous and productive of good results. 
He argued. that the new charter should pro- 
vide for two houses in the city council, 

Prof. Charles Merriam disputed this con- 
tention, asserting that the only American 
cities which had tried the double chamber 
form of municipal kgislature had found 
occasion to regret it. He mentioned St. 
Louis and Boston as fllustrations of the 
double chamber system. , 

The committee decided to authorise three 
of its members to undertake to gather in- 
formation on the subject to show the ad- 
visability or itnadvisability of having two 
houses in the city council. '

Heginning of Economy.

Banker’s Suspicions Aroused. 


The letter was written on Hotel Astor 
paper and neatly penned, President Moore 
read it and became suspicious because Cor- 
nish, whom he knew as the eastern manager 
of the Pinkertor agency, always signed his 
given name in full, and not “ Jno.,’’ as con- 
tained in the letter. President Moore called 
up Mr. Cornish on the telephone and learned 
the signature was a forgery. Then he laida 
trap for the plotters, 

It was epeedily arranged for Detective Ser- 
geant Carey and Assistant Superintendent 
Dubain of the Pinkerton agency to hasten to 
the hotel. President Moore was instructed to 
place himself in the messenger’s hands.

Tillsbury hae been identified as a Broadway 
ticket speculator.

AUTO KILLS MARCHIONESS 


NOBLEST FAMILY A VICTIM. 


Parapet of a Bridge to Avoid Run- 
ning Down a Cart—Wall Gives Way 
and Machine Falls 15 Feet—Body 
Taken to Queen’s Palace. 


ROME, March 8.—The marchioness of Cor- 
sini, who was before her marriage the Prin- 
cess Barberina Collonna di Sciarra, was in- 
stantly killed by the overturning of her auto- 
mobile, in which she was riding with her hus- 
band, the marquis of Corsini, master of the 
king’s horse. 

The marquis of Corsini is the head 
of the oldest and noblest families of Italy, 
dating back to 1170, when.the original Cor- 
sini was one of the great men of Florence. 


ily by Emperor Charles IV. in 1371. The title 
of marquis was granted in 1652, and of Roman 
prince in 1782. The latter title was confirmed 
in 1854. 


How Accident Happened. 

The marchioness, who was 62 years of age, 
was driving the automobile, her husband, 
aged 69 years, sitting beside her. While cross- 
ing a bridge in the suburbs, seeing a cart 
approaching, the marchioness essayed to turn 
out to give the cart safe roadway, but ran 
the automobile into the parapet of the bridge 
with such violence that the parapet gave way 
and the automobile was thrown from the 
bridge into the ditch, fifteen feet below, turn- 
ing completely over as it fell. 

The marquis and the chauffeur escaped 
without a seratch, but the marchioness was 
crushed to death. 


Body Taken to Quirinal. 

The news of the accident was telephoned 
to Rome, where it came to the ears of 
Queen Helena. Her majesty immediately 
ordered her own automobile and hastened to 
the scene of the tragedy, where she found 
the marquis, almost crazed with grief, be- 
side the corpse of his wife. 

The queen took the marquis and the dead 
body of the marciioness into her own auto- 
mobile and carried them to the Quirinal, 
where they still remain. It is believed the 
funeral of the marchionese will take place 
from the palace.

PENNSYLVANIA SHUTS OUT 


RIVALS FROM COAL FIELDS. 


Gets Control of Lake Traffic to Ports 
Near District by Purchase of Erie and 
Pittsburg Railway. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 8.—[Special.]—Prac- 
tically authoritative announcement was made 
tonight of the sale to the Pennsylvania and 
Vanderbilt interests of the Lake Erie and 
Pittsburg railroad. The price reported to 
have been paid is $3,750,000. 

By .this deal the purchasers will be able to 
control lake traffic from the coal fields and 
so Keep out any competition. 

The Lake Erie and Pittsburg railroad was 
planned as a double track line from Lorain, 
O., to Pittsburg, via Youngstown. Afterward 
entrance was secured to all of the mills of the 
United States Steel corporation and It was 
supposed this corporation was to be identified 
with the construction of the road. 

Soon after the Vanderbilt and Pennsyl- 
vania interests joined hands in securing con- 
trol of the Little Kanawha properties, it is 
said the project of gaining ownership of the 
Lake Erie and Pittsburg line was taken up 
and pressed vigorously and secretly. 

The plan of the new owners Is to continue 
the construction of the line from Lorain to 
Youngstown and there connect with the Pitts- 
burg and Lake Erie, and thus bring a direct 
connection into Pittsburg from the new lake 
port, and also give the Pittsburg and Lake 
Brie a direct entrance into Cleveland, which 
it never has had. 

The cost of the new line from Lorain to 
Youngstown was said at the time the road 
was first projected to be estimated at $15,- 
000,000. 

In Lorain the new company has exceptional 
facilities for handling ore shipments, as it has 
taken over a.large tract of land with good 
harbor facilities, and extensive ore docks are

The commit- 
tee has neither reported the bill favorably nor 
unfavorably, and it;will take unusual parlia- 
mentary tactics to rescue the Philippine bill 
from the pigeonhole where it now reposes. 
It is another instance of the skillful manner in 
which the senate of late days mangles légis- 
lation by indirection. 

Speaker Cannon and his assistants had jus“ 
as hard fight to get the Philippine bill through 
as they did to secure passage of the state- 
hood measure, They were forced to coritend 
with a powerful lobby in the house which had 
been fighting this same measure for years. 
The potency of vested financial interests in 
the United States senate has scarcely ever 
been shown so vividly as in connection with 
the fate of the statehood and Philippine tariff 
bills. 

Mine owners and railroad corporations of 
Arizona, which were opposed to statehood be- 
cause it meant largely increased taxes for 
thenr, successfully appealed to republican 
senators to vote against the statehood bill, and 
the beet sugar trust was equally successful 
in including republican senators to consent to 
pigeonhole the tariff bill recommended by a 
republican president and passed by a repub- 
lican house. 


Will Make Voters the Judges. 


It scarcely is any wonder that Uncle 
Joe Cannon and his experienced lieuten- 
ants Are disgusted with the shifty evasion of 
duty on the part of the senate. Every one 
knows that the Arizona mine owners and the 
beet sugar trust have maintained expensive 
lobbles here in Washington for years. When 
they failed to prevent the passage of the 
statehood and Philippine bills in the house 
they announced openly they had the senate 
„ fixed,”’ and events have proved they knew 
what they were talking about, 

A straight out vote in the senate against 
the Philippine tariff bill, and another against 
the statehood bill, would command respect, 
but the practice of killing a measure and at 
the same time endeavoring to dodge respon- 
sibility is becoming so common in the senate 
that the house managers are about ready to 
make a specific issue of this kind and go 
before the people on that basis in the congres- 
sional elections next fall.

He told 
Patton he would give him three diamond rings 
worth $600 as an assurance against loss if he 
would lend him $150 for six months.

CITY VICTORIOUS IN FIGHT 
WITH POTTER PALMER ESTATE 


Jury Decides Latter Must Pay Fine of 
$200 for Not Putting Fire Escapes 
on a Building. 


The controversy in the courts between the 
city building department and the Potter Pal- 
mer estate was ended yesterday when ajury 
in Justice Sheldon’s court decided that the 
estate must pay a fine of $200 for violating the 
city building laws. 

The department began suit a year ago to 
force’ the installation of fire escapes in the 
building at 34 Bellevue place, but the Palmer 
estate declared that the law did not require 
this, as it is used for idence purposes, and 
finally the suit was pped. 

When Commissioner Peter Bartzen took 
charge of the building department he found 
the old reports and began an investigation. 
An opinion from the corporation counsel was 
obtained sustaining the position of the de- 
partment, as the building is four stories in 
height, has only one stairway, and is used 
also for boarders. 

Armed with this opinion, Commissioner 
Bartzen demanded that the fire escapes 
should be installed. The estate refused to 
heed his command and threatened to obtain a 
speciaj council order. 

Commissioner Bartzen obtained an opinion 
that such permits are Illegal, and announced 
that he would refuse to recognize any coun- 
cil orders. The suit was revived and the fine 
resulted.

Beyond Reach of the Law. 

The company is beyond the reach of the 
anti-trust law because it has a monopoly of 
patents,“ „ re er Mr. Brown. There is 
no company) or individual in the United States 
today which can construct or install an ele- 
vator in a building without violation of some 
one of the Otis patents. A patent Is in itself 
a legal monopoly, made so by the constitu- 
tion, and if the elevator company can be 
styled a monopoly, it is because of the con- 
trol of the business through patents. 

As to the fixing of prices by the Otis peo- 
ple, they don't attempt to fix any prices, ex- 
cept in thecpmpanies which they own. When 
they own 4) company, as they do all the con- 
cerns which they control, they have an abso- 
lute right te regulate the prices of the goods 
which it sdlls. Attorney Moody says they 
have undetsold helpless competitors; this 
may be true} If so it is competition and busi- 
ness. 

Anegl tens Against Company. 

The suit against the company will be based 
mainly oh in attempt to prove that the ele- 
vator company is a holding corporation and

THE WISE PRINCETON PROFESSOR. 


“The man who knows only municipal 
ownership is not fitted to be mayor of a 
great city.” It was not a citizen of Chi- 
eago who made this remark but a Prince- 
ton professor who says he is a believer in 
municipal ownership. The professor has 
not told whether observation or a process 
of abstract reasoning brought him to the 
conclusion that too much municipal owner- 
ship is not good for mayors, but the con- 
clusion is a sound one, however arrived at. 

Nothing has appeared in the papers 
about a visit to Chicago by a member of 
the faculty of Princeton to study local 
conditions. It almost seems as if the sa- 
gacious professor who has been referred to 
must have been here incognito and been 
greatly impressed by what he saw in the 
mayor's office. 

Nowhere in the United States could the 
professor find a more striking illustration 
of the truth of his statement. Chicago 
has a mayor who “ knows only municipal 
ownership.” He was elected to “take 
care that the laws and ordinances are 
The only ones 
which interest him are those relating to 
municipal ownership of street railroads. 
No other topic, no matter how urgent, can 
command his attention. If it be suggested 
that the tunnel question is one which must 
be disposed of in five weeks the answer is, 
“but municipal ownership must be settled 
immediately.” If anything is said about 
the imperative need of a reorganization of 
the police department the answer is that 
all such matters must be shelved until 


‘municipal ownership shall have been se- 


cured. 

There is no prospect of a change for the 
better during the coming year. Municipal 
ownership is a bird on whose tail the mayor 
can put no salt. It retires as he advances. 
He will de no nearer the fruition of his 
hopes a year hence than he is now. There 
will be a twelvemonth more of poor gov- 
| ernment. That may serve one useful pur- 
pose. It may convince the people of Chi- 
cago for a long time to come that “the 
man who knows only municipal ownership 
is not fitted to be the mayor of a great 
city.” 


That statement may be broadened a 


little. No faddist who is wrapped up in 


-his fad, whether it be called municipal 


ownership or have some shorter name, is 
fitted to be mayor. The man Chicago 
needs is one who, in the language of the 
statutes, “shall perform all such duties as 
are, or may be, prescribed by law or by 
the city ordinances, and shall take care 
that the laws and ordinances are faithful- 
ly executed.” 


MR. ROCKEFELLER’S SUBSTITUTE. 

It is said that Mr. Rogers has offered 
bimself as a vicarious sacrifice to appease 
Attorney General Hadley of Missouri and 
that probably Mr. Rockefeller, in conse- 
quence, will be spared the mental strain and 
publicity of having te go on the witness 
stand and tell—or refuse to tell—how his 
company s business. Assuming the fe- 


port to be true, the question naturally arises 


why Mr. Rogers or some other associate of 
Mr. Rockefeller has not offered to ascend 
the sacrificial altar before. By doing so he 
could have saved his chief the humiliation of 
hiding for weeks and perhaps won his last- 
ing gratitude. The oil king’s successful eva- 
sion of the process server has heightened his 
reputation as an artful dodger and afforded 
amusement to newspaper readers, but has 
not increased public respect for him. He 
has had the nerve to do so many reprehensi-: 
ble things during his business life that he 
ought to have the nerve to go into court and 
answer a few simple questions. Manifestly 
he has not. 

Doubtless Mr. Hadley would rather get 
Mr. Rockefeller in the witness chair than 
anybody else. Securing his testimony is not 
necessary, however, to the successful prose- 
cution of the suit against the Standard Oil 


{| company. What the Missouri attorney gen- 


eral is trying to find out is the exact rela- 
tion between the Standard and certain other 
oil companies doing business in his state 
which claim to be independent, but which 
are believed to be merely bastard offspring 
of the trust. Any high official of the Stand- 
ard can give him the desired facts. That 
they have not been given to him before 
indicates that they are not in harmony with 
the statutes of Missouri. Mr. Hadley has 
shown great perseverance and energy in 
trailing the octopus and seems in a fair way 
to soon get it into a place where it will have 
either to submit to the laws or get out of the 
state. 


FLOGGING. 

In England a motion to abolish flogging 
in the navy has been prevented only by 
the voluntary suspension of the practice 
by order of -the admiralty. In Chicago 
some of the members of the board of edu- 
cation wish to see flogging restored in the 
public schools. The toughened seamen of 
the British navy can be controlled, in the 
opinion of the supreme authority in naval 
matters, without the lash. The boys and 
girls of tender years, engaged in learning 
to live useful lives, can be taught the les- 
sons of obedience, diligence, and order only 
throu free use of the rod, if a minority 
of the school trustees. can be believed. 
This does not seem reasonable. It is a 
page from the topsy-turvy books. 

The sins of childhood are largely either 
sins of ignorance or imitative vices. The 
eure for one class is instruction, for the 
other it is example.

The knowledge that the eoun- 
eil will have more money at its d al has 
caused the city employés: to swoop down on 
the finance committee with a demand for 
salary increases. They should be sent about 
their business. The saloon license was not 
doubled so that the pay of clerks, inspectors, 
janitors, and other city. hall employés of 
high and low degree might be raised. Most 
ot them are paid now more than they are 
worth, considering the poor: quality of their 
work. \ 
The saloon license’ was made $1,000 „ 80 
that a thousand policemen might be added 
to the force. Not a dollar of the additional 
revenue should be wasted on undeserved sal- 
ary increases. Nor should the ordinary 
revenues of the city bé drawn on for such 
a purpose. They will not provide adequate- 
ly for certain urgent needs of the city— 


sanitation, ete. Permanent improvements 
which are greatly needed cannot be sacri- 
ficed to gratify the rapacity of a horde of 
salary grabbers. 

There seems to be a disposition on the 
part of the finance committee to raise the 
salaries of some police officials. The ad- 
ditional license money should not be used in 
that way. No such action should be taken 
until the department shall have been thor- 
oughly reorganized and the lieutenants and 
other officers perform their duties, more 
efficiently than at present. What the com- 
mittee should do is to go over the estimates 
of the department carefully with the chief 
of police “and ask him to explain if he can 
why certain items should not be cut down or 
eut out. There is about a quarter of a 
million dollars spent to no purpose which 
ean be utilized for the employment of more 
patrolmen or the construction of new police 
stations. 

It is not necessary to have three or four 
operators at a station to receive the hourly 
telephone reports of patrolmen. The com- 
mittee should ascertain the number actually 
needed and appropriate for no more. The 
detective force which ¢osts much and ac- 
complishes little calls for examination. Last 
year the council appropriated for fifty-seven 
detective sergeants, A considerable num- 
ber of patrolmen were taken off their beats 
and detailed for detective duty, Neither 
they nor the sergeants earned their salt. 
It the city is to continue to spend money on 
a detective force it should have one which 
produces results of some value. 

The finance committee and the council 
should be just as conservative and eco- 
nomical in general appropriations as ifthe 
saloon license had not been raised. If they 
are not, and if they fail to withstand the 
mad rush of. eniployés who, want more pay. 
to make their saft jobs softer, the es al 
will not get so much value ee te for thei 
money this year as they did last si 
they did not et enough then.

The duke of Beaufort, who is reported te 
have blown out his brains at Paris (the most 
extraordinary means having been Ne t 
envelop all the circumstances of nis suicide 
with mystery), was not the popular English 
sporting peer of that name, but a Dutca duke 
in nowise related to the illustrious house 
of Somerset and who had nothiny in com- 
mon with the master of Badminton but the 
title. The patronymic of the Dutch duke 


was not Somerset but Beaufort, and his dukes - 


dom was conferred upon one of his ances+ 
tors, a Count Beaufort of the Netherlands, 
by the emperor of Germany in the days when 
the Lowlands still formed part of the Ger 
man empire, and were governed by am Aus- 
trian viceroy. Although the dukedom was 
granted by the emperor of Germany, it wag 
expressly understood that the dignity wag 
in no sense of the word to be a German one, 
nor a dukedom of the Holy Roman empire, 
but merely a Dutch honor and inscribed as 
such in the Netherlands golden book ot the 
nobility. 

The family of these Dutch Beauforts is an 
old one, and the ancient castle of Beaufort, 
from whith the late duke took his name, was 
already in existence in the thirteenth cen- 
tury, overlooking the river Meuse. One of 
the Dutch dukes of Beaufort was appointed 
governor general of the Belgian portion of 


the Netherlands by the allied powers in 1814, 


after King Louis Bonaparte of Holland had 
been deprived of the Dutch throne and the 
French driven from the country. 

Another duke of Beaufort died as grand 
master of the household and principal dig- 
nitary of the first court of the king of Neth- 
erlands. About thirty years ago these Dutch 


Beauforts transferred their al from 
| the crown of 1 Net It Aus: 
tria, and secured recognition of Dutch 


Joseph. 

The only son of the late duke and his suc- 
cessor, though born in Paris, fs to all intents 
and purposes an Austrian, and now will in- 
herit his father's seat in the Austrian house 
of lords.

Don Gelasio Castanl, who has just arrived 
im this country from Europe on board the 
Carmania, is the fifth son of the duke of 
Sermoneta, who on several occasions has 
held the office of minister of foreign affairs 
of Italy, and who is still a senator of the 
Ttalian kingdom. The duke, whose eldest 
son, Prince Teano, married Princess Victo- 
ria Colonna, has been a frequent visitor to 
the United States, and is chief of one of the 
most ancient and illustrious houses of the 
Roman patriciate which traces back its de- 
scent in an unbroken Une to Constantinus 


Cagetanus, who flourished in the tenth cen- 


_tury, and which furnished two popes to the 
holy seat—namely: Giovanni Caetani, who 
Was elected pontiff in 1118 under the title 
of Gelasius II., and Benedetto Caetani, who 
reigned as Boniface VIII. from 1204 to 1300. 
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The present duke of Sermoneta, besides be- 
ing a statesman of international fame, is 
likewise an archeologist of much renown, 
while his son Prince Teano has won. consid 
erable distinction by his geograpnical re- 
searches. His father, who has been por- 
trayed by Marion Crawford in several of his 
novels dealing with Roman life, was one of 
the most determined foes of the papacy, a 
warm friend of Garibaldi, of the Paris com- 
munard leader Felix Piat, and of that arch- 
conspirator Mazzini. After the establishment 
in 1871 at Rome of the Italian national par- 
Hament, in which he took his seat on the 
benches of the extreme left, he once deliv- 
ered a speech in which he recommended the 
destruction of the vatican by fire as the 
quickest means of solving the papal ques- 
tion. 

It is hardly necessary to add that the 
present duke does not share these views of 
hig late father, but ranks among the con- 
servatives im Italian polities. He is married 
to an Englishwoman, a Miss Wilbraham of 
the family of which Lord Lathom is the 
chief. She formerly enjoyed the reputation 
of being the finest horsewoman in Italy, and 
has brought up all her sons to speak English 
like natives.

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Sir Oliver Lodge, one of the most eminent 
scientists who has given careful attention to 
psychical research, has put forth a criticism 
of Prof, Haeckel's Riddle of The Universe 
in a volume Of 170 pages, “entitled “ LIFE 
AND MATTER (G. P. Putnam's Sons). In 
it he arrays a series of undemonstrable 
hypotheses in opposition to the equally un- 
demonstrable hypotheses set forth by Prof. 
Haeckel. If he has proved anything itis that 
life is still an elusive mystery and that specu- 
lations based on present knowledge, as well 
as the speculations based on the perennial 
hope of continuous conscious existence after 
the dissolution of the physical human body, 
are merely speculations after all. Sir Oliver's 
standing as a scientist makes his book inter- 
esting as a statement of the reasons a scien- 
ist can give in opposition to the conclusions 
of materialistic nonism. 


Orlando K. Fitseimmons is another man 
who believes he has found a way to make 
earth a paradise and he tells of his scheme 
in ‘‘METAMORPHOSE” (Progress Pub- 
lishing company, Chicago). He purposes to 
found a universal codperative society based 
on the golden rule. 


The question whether the universe, as rep- 
resented by the earth and the known celestial 
bodies, is transitory, is one to which scientists 
give different answers. The general religious } 

conception, based on an interpretation of pas- 
sages in the bible, is that the earth will be 

Until quite recently it has been 

the opinion of physicists that the fuel of the 

sun ultimately would be exhausted and at a 
period inconceivably remote it would become 
as cold and lifeless as the eartn's moon. 

Much anxiety at times has been felt as 
to the possibility of the earth in its travels 
through space coming into collision with 
comet or some other celestial body which 
would dissolve our globe as quickly as a 
snowflake would melt in a furnace of molten 
metal. The probability of the earth’s de- 
struction in this manmer is discussed in an 
interesting way by Nathaniel Southgate 
Shaler, professor of geology in Harvard uni- 
versity, in MAN AND THE EARTH 
(Fox, Duffield & Co., New York). Regard- 
ing tne old popular notion that a comet 
would bring a finish to the earth, Prof Shaler 
says: [t ig doubtful if any ot them are 
much more than clouds of scattered particles, 
shreds, it may be, of the ancient nebulous 
matter, from which solar systems are made. 
Should one come in contact with the 

‘earth, an accident almost infinitely improb- 
able, the effect would probably be a startling 
‘meteoric display and nothing more.“ 

There are, however, flying through space 
much more substantial bodies with which 
the earth is pelted. These are meteorites 
; which vary in size from the smallest particles 
which cam be identified to those weighing a 
ton or more. Prof Shaler shows that be- 
cause of the friction of the atmosphere a 
meteorite weighing a few. tons cam do no 
damage to the body of the earth. But he 
adds: : 

If, on the other hand, the body was a mile or 
more in dlameter, the consequences would be 
serious. Only a small part of the energy would 
be spent in the air, and the heat engendered in 
air and on earth, as well as the shock, would be 
sufficient to bring about destruction of life over 
“a wide area. The damage would increase with 
the diameter of the body in a high ratio, so that 
such a collision with a mass twenty miles in 
diameter would pretty surely be fatal to all land 
life of the earth. 

It shows, however, that it is practically 
certain that there are no metecrites in space 
much larger than those which already have 
struck the earth, as they evidently are frag- 
ments cast from a sphere in voleanie man- 
ner, and he aeserts that there are reasons 
for believing that masses more than 2,000 
eubie feet in volume are not cast forth. 
One of these reasone is that the ejective 
‘force causes the rock to break into bits. 

But the asteroids which travel in epace 
between Mars and Jupiter are from 100 to 
1.000 miles in diameter, and possibly’ there 
are many much smaller than those which 
have been detected; One of theee is Vulcan, 
which travels in an irregular orbit between 
the earth and Mars. Prof. Sheler seys the

Men Who Held Fight Indireetly 
Responsible for the Fatality; 
Mother Said to Have Bet. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 8,—[{Special.}J— | 


The verdict of tne coroner’s jury today in 


the case of Harry “ Tenny,” the pugilist, 


. died from the blows inflicted by Frankie 

ell in their recent battle at 89693 
pavilion, follows: 

That death was caused by blows inflicted 
in a boxing contest held at Mechanics’ pa- 
vilion on Feb. 28, 1906, by Frankie Neil, and, 
further, that there was gross negligence 
on the part of the party or parties having 
charge of the contest for not having the con- 
testants examined by a registered physician 
prior to the exhibition, according to the law, 
and we hereby hold said parties indirectly 
responsible for the death of said Harry Ten- 
nebaum.“ 

District Attorney Langdon when told of 
the coroner’s verdict said: In view of the 
verdict I shall make no positive of 
murder against the promoters of the fight 
or parties participating. Further than that 
I do not care to discuss the case at this time. 


Shows “Tenny” Was Not in Condition. 


The testimony introduced at the coroner's 
inquest showed clearly that Tenny was 
not in good condition when he entered the 
ring and that there war no medical exami- 
natiom of the fighters, as the law demands. 
Dr. Kergan, who was called into Tenny’s ”’ 
Gressing room after the battle, gave per- 
haps the most sensational testimony. He 
said he was convinced that Tenny had 
concussion of the brain before he entered 
the ring. This, he thought, Tenny had 
received in a sparring bout at his (raimng 
quarters, as he had been told about his in- 
jury there. 

Frankie Neil testified that he never was 
examined by a physician from the club, and 
the Dr. Day who signed the certificates he 
knew nothing of. He declared ively that 
Day never examined him. ree Roche, 
who hired Dr. Day, could tell — about 
the man except that he met him on the street 
and engaged him. 


Mother of Boy Bet 30 on Him. 

It was brought out in the testimony of 
Mike Shaughnessy, “ Tenny’s trainer, that 
“ Tenny’s mother put a $50 bet on her son, 
showing she had confidence in him: Tom 
Burke, Tenny’e” ng partner, told of 
an injury which he gave Tenny before the 
fight by accidentally butting him over the 
eye. It blackened the boy's eye but the in- 
jury did not seem serious. 

According to expert testimony of Autopsy 
Surgeon Kucich, “ Tenne death was the 
direct result of cerebral hemorrhage. Kucich 
says this condition undoubtedly was brought 
about by a blow. He refused tostate wheth- 
er or not in his opinion “ Tenny had con- 
cussion of the brain before entering the ring. 

Tenny's death may not put on end to 
prize fighting here, but in the future the men 
will be carefully examined,
